3. IT IS GREAT AND SYMOBLIC THAT 30TH ANNIVERSARY OF VICTORY IN 
WWII COINCIDED WITH VICTORY OF VIETNAMESE PEOPLE. ALTHOUGH 
AMERICAN IMPERIALISTS WENT INTO AREA AFTER THE FRENCH, STRUGGLE 
HAS ENDED IN COMPLETE VICTORY OF VIETNAMESE NATION. IT DID NOT 
EVEN HELP THAT THOUSANDS OF AMERICANS REMAINED IN VIETNAM AFTER 
THE PARIS AGREEMENTS TO HELP THE SAIGON PUPPETS CARRY ON THE 
WAR. 

4. ONE HAS NEVER SEEN ANYTHING AS BITTER AND SHARP AS WHAT THIEU 
HAD TO SAY ABOUT U.S. GOVERNMENT AND KISSINGER WHEN HE RESIGNED. 
THIEU CHARGED THAT HE WAS TAKEN IN (DAL SEBYE OBMANUT ) BY

6. VIETNAM'S POPULATION OF 40 MILLION NOW VERY STRONG MILITARILY

THAT CAPTURED IN SOUTH VIETNAM. OF COURSE, COUNTRY IS PROCEEDING 
ALONG ROAD TO REUNIFICATION EVEN THOUGH POLITICAL AND SOCIAL 
STRUCTURES DIFFERENT AT MOMENT. 

7. CHINESE HINDERED AID TO VIETNAMESE PEOPLE BY SLOWING DOWN THEIR

8. U.S. MILITARY ACTION AGAINST CAMBODIA IN CONNECTION WITH 
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FREIGHTER MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT WAS "ACT OF AGGRESSION" IN WHICH 
U.S. LOST ITS SOLDIERS AND HELICOPTERS AND, OF COURSE, CAMBODIANS 
ALSO SUFFERED CASUALTIES. ONE MAY SAY THAT U.S. MILITARY MACHINE
